show his face in this town; h»*’s toe 
¡smffrt for th a t”, said some of them 
¡knowingly, for Fayette was 
the 
recognized 
stronghold 
of 
the 
“clique”, the active leaders of the 
; faction of the Democratic party 
that swept Benton from office in 
j 1851 after th irty years 
of 
o u t­ 
sta n d in g 
service 
in 
the United 
j States Senate. 
But they 
under-estimated 
the 
courage of Thomas Hart 
Benton. 
Even though threats were openly 
made against his life, the senator 
came to Fayette that first day 
c f 
September and delivered what 
is 
now called the greatest speech of 
his career. 
The speech 
was 
re­ 
printed 
and 
widely 
distributed 
throughout 
Missouri, 
and 
fi” e,l 
over 
twenty-three

Not so long ago, it may 
have 
been weeks and it may have been 
months, the hand of an Arkansas 
pearl fisherman grasped and rais­ 
ed aloft an ancient halberd 
that 
had been a stranger to the 
hand 
of man since it was dropped in the 
waters of what is now White Riv­ 
er by a careless member of 
the 
Spanish force under DeSoto 
al­ 
most 400 years ago. The old wea­ 
pon is now in possession of T. E. 
Bushell of Stuttgart and is in 
a 
fair state of preservation, consid­ 
ering the 391 years it had reposed 
at the bottom of White River. 
As the incident is reconstructed 
by Col. John R. F'ordyce in an ar­ 
ticle in the Arkansas Gazette, the 
ancient weapon must 
have 
been 
dropped by 
a hapless 
halberdier 
when De Soto and his 
intrepid 
force crossed Casqui (now White» 
River, a few miles below present 
St. Charles, Ark., on August 
1, 
1541. 
Col. Fordyce says the old 
weapon could have found its way 
to Arkansas in no other way, 
as 
DeSoto headed the only party of 
F^uropeans to enter Arkansas un­ 
til Father Marquette came down 
from Canada 130 years later, 
by 
which time the halberd had become 
an obsolete weapon 
of war 
and 


fighting men 
r,o 
longer carried 
them. 
The halberd, which is 
a long- 
handled weapon similar tc a lance, 
with a hook attached to the blade, 
was used in the middle ages 
by 
foot 
soldiers 
to attack armed 
knights on horseback. As a weapon, 
it went into decline 
when 
guns 
came into use, in later years be­ 
coming nothing more than a sym­ 
bol of 
authority, especially 
at 
court functions. But when De SoU> 
organized his expeditionary force 
in Spain to explore America, he 
included a company of halberdier« 
to serve as camp guards, to pre­ 
vent escape of captured Indians 
and 
to guard the bagage from 
theft. 
So, if one of De Soto’s elect did 
not drop 
the 
recently-discovered 
halbred into the waters of White 
River almost four 
centuries ago, 
who did? 
The steel part is rust­ 
ed and pitted, but is much better 
preserved than if it had been ex­ 
posed to air and oxidation. 
The 
wooden handle is of ash and is al­ 
most petrified on the outside. 
Col. Fordyce writes with 
some 
knowledge of halberds, having 
n 
his» possession one found in Helena 
during the Civil War by a soldier 
of a Minnesota regiment. 
He a!«>> 
tells of two others, one reported 
*o have been 
found 
in 
Lincoln 
County and the other at Caddo 
Gap, each location lieing along the 


route believed to have been follow­ 
ed by De Soto and his men.—Globe 
Democrat.
